AMERICA URGED TO TAKE 
MANDATE 


‘Lord Wedgwood’s Strong Words 


Lord Wedgwood in a broadcast to America through the 
B.B.C. network on Tuesday night told thé Jews of the United 
States to ask no more of England, but to seck to get America 
to accept the Mandate for Palestine. 

Giving his reasons for such a plea, he said that the British 
Administration in Palestine does not like Jews, and “ there are 
enough anti-Semites and crypto- “Fascists sull in Great Britain 
to back up the Hitler policy and spirit. 

Lord Wedgwood strongly urged the forming of a Jewish 
Fighting Force based on Palestine. “ The arguments are 
obvious,” he said. “ The more people there are to help us 
destroy Hitlerism the better. None are more pledged than the 
Jews. Not to allow them to fight for* their own land by our 
side is inhuman and treachery to all that we fight for. 

“ The British Administratien in Palestine has been too strong 
for the British Parliament and conscience. The whole administra- 
tion are against the half-million Jews of Palestine. They will 
never let them have arms, nor land, nor free immigration, nor 
a refuge, nor a home. Never. ; . 

‘Any change now must involve the whole Administration. 
They all have a vested interest in proving the Balfour Declara- 
tion unworkable, in proving themselves right. There is no 
longer any hope from any British Administration. 

In a message to the Jews of the United States, Lord Wedg- 
wood said: * Ask no more from Britain. Seek to get your 
America to act--to press for arms and justice, to accept the 
Mandate for Palestine. to build another free land with open 
doors and open hearts. ° 

‘Lord Wedgwood'’s broadcast was relayed to the guests at a 
dinner being given on the occasion of the second annua] meet- 
ing of the American Palestine Committee, in Washington, in 
honour of Dr. Chaim Weizmann. 


THE KEREN HAYESOD CAMPAIGN 


Mrs. A. Silverman and Miss Harriet 
Cohen in.the East End 


When Mrs. Archibald Silverman, the American Zionist leader 
who isin ind on beh; ilf of the second Pales stine Wat Appe: il, 
last visited Palestine she met Miss Harriet Cohen, the eminent 
pianist, who was then playing with the Palestine Symphony 
Orchestra. That meeting ripened into a firm triendship. Last 
week the two women met again, this ime on the same plattorm 
at Toynbée Hall in the East End of London, and they both 
pleaded passionately tor the cause olf Palestine. 

It was the first public meeting to welcome Mrs. Silverman, and 
it was presided over by Mr Barnett Janner. He expressed the 
hope that when Mrs. Silverman's campaign concluded the 
£100,000 would not only have been reached but surpassed. 

Mrs. Eder added a welcome to Mrs. Silverman. 

Miss Harrict Cohen, C.B.E., said that she felt that from hence- 
forth her life was not only going to be just that of a musician. 
She could not sit by and see millions of Jews suficring as they 
did. “I have become a ‘most passionate Zionist,” she said. 
There was not cnough propaganda in her opinion among non- 
Jews—she did not mean negative, but affirmative propaganda, 
and she expressed the hope that they would improve this, propa- 
ganda and also foster friendship with the Arabs. 

Mrs. Silverman stressed the homelessness of the Jewish people 
as she had found it in-the course, too, of her visit to South 
America, and she urged that Palestine was the only place where 
the Jews were at home. She had gone from one Jewish coldny 
to another in Argecntina and. asked the colonists how it was 
that every one of them was a 100 per cent Zionist and how was 
it that after SO years, they could be the Jews and Zionists they 
were. The answe invariably was the same: “ The closer we 
come to this soil the more we hunger for our own soil.” For 
every Jew on the soil in Argentina three Jews had left, because 
they were not creating there a home for homeless Israel, 

Mrs. Silverman related instances of the anti-Semitism that 
pursued Jews in other South American countries, incidents which 
showed how litth the Jews were wanted | : 

As a Jew and a Zionist, she continued, she harked back to the 
day when, at the glose of the last war, England rose to the 
greatest spiritual heights in her history when she performed an 
act of justice to the Jewish people by issuing the Balfour Declara- 
tion. She was afraid that England had not remained in that rare- 
fied atmosphere, had not stayed on that high spiritual plane, 
because she had not fulfilled the promises made in the Baltour 
Declaration. She prayed that before this war was over, England 
would once again take her honoured place and carn the esteem 
not only of the Jewish people but of all right-thinking peoples 
throughout the world. 


CONFERENCE OF WOMEN 
F.W.Z. and Women’s Appeal Committee 


Representatives of the Federation of Women Zionists and 
of the Women's Appeal Committee met last week in conference 
at 77, Great Russell Street, under the Chairmanship of Mrs. 
1. M. Sieff. The chief fact that emerged from the deliberations 
was that there was an urgent need for speakers, both for Zionist 
socicties and for the work of external propaganda to non-Jews. 

When Mrs. Siefl reported on the work of the Women's 
Appeal Committee, Mrs. Michaelis-Stern took the chair. Since 
the advent of the Hitler regime, said Mrs. Sieff; the Women's 
Appeal Committee had come into being and had co-ordinated 
all the active Jewish women’s organisations and included many 
who were efther non-Zionists or actually anti-Zionists in the 
work of assisting young people to go to Palestine. But they 
had always made at clear, she said, that their efforts were directed 
towards the-building up of Palestine. 

Aljhough the war had then held up the work of the Youth 
Aliyah movement, they had decided to continue the existence 
of the Women’s Appeal Committeg, whith they deemed essential 
to carry on the difficult work of adapting the children and 
training them vocationally in this country and for subsequent 
absorption into Palestine. They had never adopted the easier 
course. of representing their efforts in a purely philanthropic 
light, but had believed that their work of preparing .the future 
population of the Jewish National Home was the equivalent 
of production work in the war, through which they were doing 
a vital piece of reconstruction ‘that would ultimately affect not 
only the Jews in Palestine and the Jews in Europe, but all of 
them in Pgs country as well. 

Mrs. QO. Alman reported on the work of the Wizo. In Pales- 
tine, the Wizo teollautiogs had already established a system of 
dietetics, which during the war had been extended and had 

rovided valuable assistance in the task of feeding the Jewish 

ople and the armves stationed there. They were now under- 
taking also vocational training of the youth of Palestine.

REVISIONIST WORKERS JOIN 
HISTADRUT 


Over S00 members of the Revisionist “ National Workers’ 
Front ” joined the Histadrut (Federation of Jewish Labour in 
Palestine) on Tuesday, reports the J@wish Telegraphic Agency 
from Jerusalem. 

In announcing their decision, says the news agency, the 
Revisionist workers declared that there was in Palestine room 
for only one professional organisation and that, with regard to 
professional questions, there was no difference between them- 
selves and the Histadrut.

PALESTINE A.T.S. PRAISED 


Addressing a reception given to the press under the auspices 
the Central Jewish Soldiers’ Welfare Committee in Tel-Aviv 
recemly, Mrs. Hadassah Samuel and Mr. Joseph Baratz, who 
had just returned from visits to Jewish units in the Western 
Desert, brought with them the warmest greetings of the Jewish 
soldiers. 

The speakers reported that the work of the first Company ot 
the Palestine Auxihary Territorial Service, now serving in the 
Desert, had been praised by authoritative circles as most essential! 
and valuable. The relations between the Palestinian and British

Remnants of buildings of the period of the Second Temple 
have been uncovered near the Wailing Wall in the Old City 
of Jerusalem. The discovery was made by accident while 
workers were carrying out repairs to the sewerage system, At 
a depth of 30 to 348 feet, parts of an ancient floor, believed to 
belong to the Palace of Herod, were found. A number ot!

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Imperial and Foreign 
PELLEPOIX WILL BE “RUTHLESS ” 
Ghetto Badge for French Jews 


The Jewish problem in France is to be solved “ completely 
and ruthlessly,” according to’ Darquier de Pellepoix, the Vichy 
Commissioner for Jewish Affairs. ~ 

As a first step, Pellepoix announced in a speech in Paris. the 
wearing of the Star of David by all Jews is to be made compulsory. 
Economic life is to be reorganised through the complete elimina- 
tion of Jews, and a special police force is to be created to super- 
vise Jewish activities. The climination of Jews from the educa- 
tional system i to be continued, and “ghetto schools ” 
established. 

It is significant of the general attitude of the French popula- 
tion towards the Jews that Pellepoix has found it necessary to 
repeat, although im a more accentuaftd form, measures already 
announced by his predecessor, Xavier Vallat. The execution of 
these measures had been sabotaged by numerous local authori- 
ties, and the reiteration of the anti-Semitic programme is 
obviously designed to placate the Germans and the small clique 
of French anti-Semites co-operating with them. 

From Paris, where the Germans: have announced the shooting 
of tive Jews for attacks on Germans and German-occupied 
buildings carried out recently, it is reported that more Jews will 
be shot if the authors of the attacks are not found by to-day.

The Jew is, and remains, Germany's enemy. whether he comes 
from Portugal or Jerusalem. or whether he has a Dutch identity 
Card bor the sake of loyalty, every Dutch person should 
respec! Germany's view that the Jew is her enemy and should 
abstain from all actions at variance witn this view. Hf. theretore. 
a Dutch person, in spite of the dividing line between triend and 
enemy, marked clearly by the Jewish Star, continues to have 
relations with Jews, that is not loyal. . . . It need not cause 
Surprise that if such actions continue, strong measures will follow 
Which will hit both Jews and Dutch who continue to treat Jews 
as their friends, Dutch people who cannot make up their minds 
to break their friendly relations with Jews run the risk of being 
treated as Jews themselves, with all the consequences.” 


ANTI-SEMITISM STILL UNPOPULAR 
IN ITALY 


In Italy, in spite of the official anti-Jewish propaganda which, 
under German pressure, is constantly being intensified, there 1s 
‘ull no genuine anti-Jewish fecling among the ordinary people, 
reports a Yugoslav patriot who has reached London after an 
escape from Nazi-dominated Croatia. ; 

Travelling through Italy, he had many opportunities of dis- 
covering the views of Italians belonging to different social 
Strata. He found that most of the people he met considered 
the official anti-Jewish policy just .anofher concession Italy 
had been forced to make to Germany, and that wherever there 
Was any hatred it was directed against the Germans rather than 
the Jews. “ The whole anti-Semitic policy of the Duce,” said 
the Yugoslav, “is. still something quite incomprehensible to 
the Italian people.” 
Similar views were held by Italian occupation (troops in 
Yugoslavia, he added. Italian soldiers and officers frequently 
expressed their disgust at the brutal treatment meted out to 
the Jews by the Pavelitch regime and the German occupation 
authorities in Serbia. During the past year, several thousand 
Yugoslav Jews had escaped death by crossing the frontier ito 
ltaly or Italian-occupied territory with the help of Italian 
Oldiers who were prepared to transport the fugitives even in 
“rmy lorries to their destination. 

Some of the Yugoslav Jews were allowed to take up employ- 
ment in Italian-occupied districts, while others who were with- 
out means of subsistence were interned. Conditions in the 
Wlernment camps, he concluded, were infinitely better than in

LIFE-LINE 


Fifteen JewS are among those honoured by the Supreme Soviet 
for the heroic feat of building the road across the ice of Lake 
Ladoga, through which bésieged Leningrad received supplies 
during the past winter. 

Among the Jews who received awards are Major Suchovoy 
Abraham, Senior Lieut. Galperin, Commissars Kaplan and 
Kofman, and Political Instructors Fuchs, Abramov, Ganapolski, 
and Letschik. 


THE SLAVES OF TRANSDNESTRIA 


A number of Jews, including Dr. Samuel Keitlebaum, Dr. 
Isaac Brecher, Dr. Kurzberch, Jacob Rudich, Meier Weiner, 
Paul Gudman, Abraham Stein, Solomon Stern, and a woman, 
Mina Robach, have been sentenced in Czernowitz for having 
allegedly conspired to try and sénd food to starving Jewish 
exiles from Bukovina doing forced labour in Mogilev, in Trans- 
dnestria, the territory occupied by Rumanian troops in Ukraine. 
Now they, too, are to expiate their “crime” by being sent 
tq Transdnestria for forced labour also. 

According to an estimate made by the Institute of Jewish 
Affairs, of New York, there are to-day 200,000 Jews isolated in 
Iransdnestria. They are not permitted to return to Old 
Rumania nor are they permitted to move from: one region to 
another within the prison province under penalty of death. 

The Associated Press recently reparted, that of the 40,000 
Jews transported in February from Bukovina to Mogilev, 80 
per cent had died from typhus. 

The Rumanian Government has “ Aryanised ™ the multiple 
stores known as the Lafayette Galleries, which, apart from 
their Bucharest headquarters. had branches throughout Rumania. 
They were owned by two Jews, Schwartz and Schrager. All 
Jews employed in the stores have been dismissed. 


“PRIVILEGED JEWS” IN| BULGARIA 


A special class of “ privileged Jews” has been legally con- 
stituted in- Bulgaria. It is made up, for the most part, of 
suppliers of goods to the State, wholesalers, and doctors. 

Decrees issued by the Bulgarian Government forbid Jews 
to travel from. one place to another without special permits, to 
change their residences, or to stay in hotels run by the Bulgarian 
Fournsts’ Society. All naturalised Jews who settled in Bulvaria 
during the past 20 years are being deprived of their citizenship. 

It is also. announced that ghetto districts for Jews are to be set 
up. Jews throughout the country must remain at their present 
place of residence until ordered to move. 

Over three thousand Bulgarian Jews have been mobilised by 
the Government for forced labour, They will be used first 
for building a railway between Sofia and the coal region of 
Pernik. All Jewish forced labourers have been ordered to wear 
yellow armlets. . 


GREECE’S STARVATION DIET 


At the Nazi word of command, Axis-controlled newspapers 
in hunger-stricken Greece have opened a violent campaign accusing 
the Jews of hoarding food, thus creating a scarcity, and of spread- 
ing epidemics. The newspapers are trying to make the Greeks forget 
that 1 was the Axis Powers who robbed them of their food. 
Even the starving Jewish children, they urge, should not be 
ted in public soup kitchens * as the Jews are capable of feeding 
them themselves.”

SENDING FOOD TO POLISH 
GHETTOES 


General Sikorski Seeks Allied Support 


The Polish Government, which has been discussing for a long 
ume the question of sending mercy food shipments to the Polish 
and Jewish populations in occupied Poland, is again secking to 
— Allied aid for this proposal, reports the Jewish Telegraphic 

gency. 


General Sikorski, the Polish Premier, had discussions on the 


matter last week with Mr, Hugh Dalton, Minister of Economic 
Wartare, and Mr. Anthony J. Drexel Biddle, American Ambassa- 
dor to the Allied Governments in London. 

Supporting General Sikorski’'s war policy in the Polish 
National Council Session last week, Mr. Szygielbojm, the Jewish 
Bundist representative, backed the Premier's demand that a 
second front in Europe should be opened, and said that Poland 
was the only country among the Allies which could not aflord 
to wait. “ We must hurry,” he declared, “ because cach day the 
war gocs on means further destruction of our country and our 
people. The invaders have created conditions, especially for the 
Jewish population, the disastrous consequences of which it will 
be very difficult to remove after the war.” 

Mr. Szygiclbojm has tabled a motion demanding that the 


Polish population, and especially the Jews, should be considered 


as prisoners of war, and that the Polish Government should 
approach the Governments of Great Britain and the United 
States with a view to arranging facilities for food being sent to 
the starving ghetto Jews. The motion was also signed by Dr. 1. 
Schwarzbart, the other Jewish member of the Council; by the 
Socialist members, Adam Ciolkosz and M. Szerer; and by W. 
Zaremba. of the Peasant Party 


Plans to communicate with Christian and non-sectarian 
organisations and to consult the Government authoritics tn 
Washington about the possibilities of sending food and medical 
supplies to the starving population of Poland have been drawn 
up at a special conference of representatives of the American 
Jewish Committee, the B'nai B'rith, the Jewish Labour Com- 
mittee. and the American Jewish Congress. The Joimt Diystr- 
bution Committee was unoflicially represented. 


-AGUDIST FOR POLISH NATIONAL COUNCIL? 


In Polish official circles, discussions are said to be taking 
place regarding the appointment of a third Jewish representa- 
tive of the Polish National Council in London. It ts reported 
that he will be a,nomince of the Agudah. Negotiations are 
to begin with ‘the Agudah leaders to: decide on who is to 
be given the seat As the matter stands, there are several 
Agudah sections, each putting forward its own candidate.

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A NEW HEART FOR 
NEW TIMES 


AT the last Deputies meeting, it was indicated that the 
Executive Committee of the Board had considered the 
situation of communal organisations as affected by the 
war, and the problems that will face the Community 
after the war as a consequence of weaknesses and lack 
of co-ordination which have been revealed. A state- 
ment setting out the problem in all its aspects on the 
basis of a survey of communal institutions and their 
work is to be prepared. It should be pointed out, of 
course, that “ the weakness and lack of co-ordination ~ 
here referred to existed long before the war although 
the present conflict has undoubtedly aggravated the 
condition. But it is a good thing that under this added 
spur there is at last a keen appreciation of our problems 
and a growing determination to do something about 
them. 

Reorganisation will, of course, be one of the essentials 
in any attempt to readjust the communal life to the 
changed world in which we shall presently find our- 
selves. A tidying up of the communal structure ts 
long overdue. Some organisations miay have to be 
scrapped and others merged or, as im the case of the 
United Synagogue, enlarged in scope: New ones, such 
as a fact-finding organisation, may have to be created. 
Ihe impoverishment or estrangement from Jewry of old 
families. princes of philanthropy in their days, will 
have to be made good from among the new-rich, many 
of whom have not yet acquired the habit of regular 
and unselfish giving that characterised and ennobled those 
whom they must replace. 

For the great work of reorganisation and readapta- 
tion we shall need men of capacity and character. 1 
all our efforts are not to peter out in failure, partial o1 
complete. Will Such men be available, and ready? The 
question cannot be answered from present knowledge.

‘We are often acutely conscious of the great Jewish 


abilities that are consecrated to any cause but that of 
Jewrv. But we do not know what abilities may lurk, 
undetected and idle. in the ranks of our great unknown 

the young students and scholars who have trooped 
and are trooping down in increasing numbers trom the 
Universities, for instance. We shall have to seek out 
and encourage all this hidden talent, wherever it may 
to-day be reposing, if we are to secure the man-power 
for the communal service of which shall be 
gricvously in need. This, in its turn, will mean getting 
rid of certain marked “ weaknesses’ ~ to which we can 
no longer aflord to be indifferent. One of these ts 
the cliquism that largely,dominates our aflairs and ts 
disposed to hold all newcomers at arm's length. Another 
is the unjustified extent to which length of honorary 
service in the highest communal offices is someumes 
carried, with the result that the enthusiasm of others 
may be starved or extinguished. The merely pushtul 
Koved-hunter will himself have to be hunted trom his 
preserves and a tradition established that will guard 
communal office trom the penetrating and depfessing 


activities of obtuse self-esteem. Ihe power of the 
purse will have to cease to be the passport to communal 
honours. Faction, quarrelsomeness, and incapacity 


for team work will have to give way to a spirit of com- 


radeship and of self-forgetting reverence tor the work 


in hand. 


Let us not delude ourselves: all this will be far from 
easy. First of all it will demand‘a revolutionary change 
in the attitude of the Jewish masses, a shedding of their 
habitual indifference to Jewish affairs except when the 
Shadow of anti-Semitism crosses their paths. It will 
demand something like a revolution in the communal 
mentality, a break with ingrained habits established by 
years Of practice and by the general apathy. But 
revolutions economic, mental, moral, are looming large 
to-day on the national and international horizons. The 
old world is to be reshaped and transtormed, if dis- 
illusioned but determined and imaginative men have 
their way. Our Community will not be able to escape 
this upheaval even if it should so desire. May it not 
be that in this flaming of the spirit the communal spirit 
too will be kindled, and will light the way to a purer and 
nobler life? 

The cry of the Psalmist must be renewed in our 
day: “ Create in me a clean heart, O God; and renew 
a right spirit within me.” Conceited egotism, material- 
ism, sordid self-seeking, and squalid pettiness must 
be renounced. And in their place our people must be 
given something that will uplift the soul and stir it 
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with the enthusiasm of lofty purpose. That something 
can only be found in a revival of enthusiasm for the 
Jewish faith and the Jewish past, in the reawakening 
of the dignity that both should inspire, as well as of the 
consciousness that Jews have a worthier mission in life 
than to crawl from one calamity to another or seek 
escape from tribulation through the illusion of material 
advantage, Spiritual renaissance there must be among 
Jews in all lands if their future is to be worth the living. 
This applies equally to the Anglo-Jewish Community— 
somehow the spirit of Judaism must stir again within 
them if the contemplated. reorganisation ts to possess 
any real significance, indeed if it is to have the ghost 
of a chance. It calls for the ability, the sincere and 
earnest heart, the courage and the inspiration of a 
prophet. Perhaps the hour may produce the man of 
destiny, with the historic “ Hineni” on his lips. At 
least the conditions must be created in which he or 
some of lesser stature but of similar inspiration can 
appear. We can train spiritual leaders who, not tied 
to a narrow routine, will go out among the people and 
fire them with the glories of the Jewish religion and the 
grand mystery and meaning of the miracle of Jewish 
survival, 

Our chief seminary, Jews’ College—to the services to 
which of its veteran Chairman, Mr. Japhet. no tribute 
could be too warm—should henceforth be dedicated to 
this supreme purpose. It could well occupy a key 
position in the evolution of the Community. At this 
moment its Principalship is vacant. That office cries 
aloud tor such a modern inspirer of hearts and wills 
as some of the youth of Britain found in a Jowett of 
Balliol, or a Barnett of Toynbee, some burning spiritual 
force such as an S. R. Hirsch, a Martin Buber, or a 
Hermann Cohen. It is hard to believe that the com- 
munal field is so stricken with sterility that tn all the 
wide expanse of tts members there can be found no 
single genius of mind and soul ready to answer the call. 


CAT AMONG THE PIGEONS 


Wiint that trankness, honesty, and courage which 1s the 
hall-mark of the dauntiess champion ot liberty, Lord. Wedg- 
wood had some blunt things to say about the British Admint- 
stration of Palestine in a ‘broadcast to the U.S. Now 
of course. there is no question of any security matters 
berng involved, tor the speech, according to the Daty 
Mai. was carefully vetted for this purpose. But it seems 
it had not received the approval of the Foreign Office and 
the Coloma! Office. Hardly. therefore, had particulars of 
lord Wedgwood’s speech reached the public when it was 
followed. all hot-toot and flustered. bv a statement trom 
the B.B.C. fairly wringing us hands with grief and crying 
aloud that “a serous error of judgment” had been com- 
mitted And there are mdications that some minor official 
is held responsible for this “ mistake.”

JUSTICE FOR THE EMPIRE 

Mr. Dette Coortr, in his broadcast on the occasion of 
Empire Day, discarded the modest self-depreciation which 
the citizens of the Empire habitually indulge and dared to 
say a good word for the most remarkable of all political 
creations. At a time in which self-seeking enemies deride 
and traduce the Empire in almost every language under the 
sun, this was timely service at which even the most sensi- 
live modesty had no reason to blush. Even as a contri- 
bution to the restoration of truth to its dominance as an 
arbuder in human affairs it was well worth having this 
correction of a G@eliberately distorted picture. More than 
gyer before the British Empire stands for righteous peace. 
Wherever the Pax Bfitannica reigns there is to be found the 
ideal of just government and the paramountcy of law and 
lair play. If sometimes, as with all human institutions. its¢ 
representatives and agents have offended against its prin- 
ciples, Britain has mostly had the courage and honesty which 
Germany and Italy have never evinced to bring such persons - 
publicly to bogk. It has proclaimed that it holds its 
territories in trust for their inhabitants and not for selfish 
exploitation, and of this no more striking proof was adduced 
than when, years ago, it submitted to Indian imposition of 
a tariff against British textiles, in the teeth of the clamour 
raised at home. It was completely in tune with the spirit 
of British “Imperialism” that the first constructive 
attempt in 2,000 years to solve the Jewish problem on the 
broad lines of justice was made by this country. We Jews, 
at least, need no reminder of that, whatever temporary 
vicXsitudes of fortune this great liberating effort has 
encountered. 


AND HOPE FOR MEN 


Mr. Deere Cooper called this Empire a political novelty, 
It is. in very deed, an expression of political genius, laden 
with rich promise.for all mankind, Under British protec- 
tion a group of colonies has evolved into the status of free 
and independent States. No attempt was made to inter- 
fere swith the process. On the contrary it was fostered at 
every stage—the process of federal union, the widening 
claim'to the rights of full nationhood, and finally the 
legalisation of all this progress in that nmtonument of wise 
statesmanship, the Statute of Westminster. Enemies saw 
in it gleefully only a process of dissolution. In reality it was 
consolidation. without restraint of any kind. And the more 
the Empire seemed to drift apart, the closer its parts really 
drew together. Without compulsion or force, the several 
loyalties to the whole have remained staunch and unbreak- 
able, withstanding, as to-day, the scorching test of war, a 
triumphant demonstration of the sovereign value of love, 
sympathy, and freedom in. the governance of politically 
adult men. This is the magnificent new-old message which 
the British Empire is sending out to a stricken and 
bewildered mankind in face of the new-old tyrannies which 
have now raised their heads. It is no immodesty to pro 
claim this truth at this moment, and especially so seeing 
that this conception of free nations voluntarily associated 
for their own and the general good may yet prove to he 
the only example and basis on which all the nations may 
build the beneficent new world order of the progressive 
man’s dreams. Assuredly, only im some such association 
of peoples governed by the prifciples of the Atlantic Charter 
will Jews generally be able to find the peace and libe:: 
they have yearned for these twenty centuries, 


THE THREATENED SABBATH 


Ine Lords Day Observance Society writes this weck 
through its Secretary, Mr. H. H. Martin, to “call the 
attention of such of our Jewish friends as it «may concern 
to the tact that one of the modern institutions which has 
proved extremely imimical to” religion in Britam is the 
Sunday Cinema.” Ht goes on to ask whether “the many 
Jews that hold controlling m@erests in the Cinema Industry 
will not, for their own sakes, as well as that of others, do 
what hes in their power to prevent the secularising of the 
Christian Sunday, with its consequent paganising effect upon 
the growing generation, and whether it is not bound up 
with ther own wellare to help and not hinder the Society 
in its efforts to promote this desirable end. Now, every 
endeavour to foster respect not only for the Jewish but lor 
the non-Jewish Sabbath must. in the nature of thinys. 
receive the warmest sympathy of Jews. Alter all. the 
Sabbath was origimally given to Israel. It has been 
the greatest.and most precious of the gifts which Judaism 
has passed on to the world. It was Judaism which clothed 
the one day rest a weck with religious authority and a 
sanctity expressed in the Old Testament words that “ man 
docs .not live by bread alone but by all that goeth torth 
from the mouth of the Lord.” efhus the Sabbath becfnie 
not only the toilers’ charter but a means of. spiritual eleva 
hon..and probably the greatest basic factor in all modern 
social progress. Any appeal to Jews, therefore, to strengihen 
its hold upon the nation must fall upon very willing cars.

Some say that there are too many Jews in this or 
that profession; or in this or that branch of commerce, and 
invariably the Damocles sword of anti-Semitism is suspended 
over Jews by its traditionally precarious support, Obviously, 
if this is to continue, not only will the © privileges ” of free- 
dom and protection enjoyed by Jews in this country 
dwindle to a shadow, but Jewish life will not be worth 
living.

CHIEF RABBI’S SHAVUOT SERMON 


| Preaching at St. John’s Wood Synagogue on the first day of 
Shavuot, the Chief Rabbi dealt with the significance of the 
Festival of Revelation, and recalled how Isracl had carried the 
Moral law to the other peoples of the world. : 

Referring to the emphatic and precise prohibition in the Jews’ 
ethical code of any form of dishonesty, Dr. Heriz pointed out 
that the Rabbis had spiritualised these detailed rules and had 
sought to bring home to all the obligation of strict uprightness. 

“ Black market offences have called forth considerable 
comment on the part of non-Jews. None of these non-Jewish 
commentators, however, has been unreasonable enough to blame 
other churches for crimes, such as treasonable acts and looting, 
that are frequent outside Jewry. 1 called attention to this on 
Passover last; and to my surprise, my doing so has in some 
quarters been interpreted as a palliation of Jewish participation 
in the black market! It is a travesty of the truth. Not only do 
I deem such an offence to be a serious violation of a measure 
lramed for the good and safety of the population at a time 
when our country is fighting for its very existence, but I consider 
any Jewish participation in unholy dealings to constitute a danger 
to the honour of every Jew in Britain. _Note that the whole of 
Anglo-Jewry is held responsible fér the anti-social activities of 
those offenders. This, of course, is quite wrong—and distinctly 
un-English; but it will be a long time before we break the world 
of) its habit of fathering the crimes, vices, and failings of a single 
Jew, or group of Jews, upon the entire Community. The fact 
remains that we are face to face with a defamation of the Jewish 
name, a Chillul Hashem: and woe unto them through whom 
that defamation (that Chillul Hashem) has come.” 

Dr. Hertz proceeded to refer to the danger of post-war Jew- 
hatred. Don't say, ‘It can't happen here"! Remember that. 
after the last war, 1 was in London that the * Protocols of the 
Elders of Zion “— this grotesque myth, founded on malice and 
hysteria, built up of garbled history, and synthetised by impudent 
forgery —was launched. Again, recall the incidents that accom- 
panied the Mosley campaign in the months before the present 

e War, and any illusion as to an impregnable Maginot line round 
Anglo-Jewry will vanish. Anything is possible, when once a 
todal wave of racial hatred sweeps over a population. .. . 

“ The Jew ts doing his duty on every battlefront and in every 
theatre of war, on land and in the air, on sq and under the sea. 
And no people is suffering or agonising more in this battle for 
human freedom than the Jewish people. On the 12th of this 
month, Mr. Attlee stated in the House of Commons that the 
total number of killed in the Armed Forces. of thé Empire during 
the first two years of the war was 48,973. Add to this the fatal 
ai-raid casualties, and the number does not reach 100,000. Alas, 
as a direct result of the war, and the mass executions: in tens 
of thousands by the barbarians of Berlin and Bucharest, the 
ghastly total of Jewish deaths is at least double, if not treble, that 
number 

* Shall all this remain unknown, or be passed over in silence” 
* The Jews bore the brunt of the first onslaught upon the citadels 
of freedom and human dignity. Assuredly, in the day of victory, 
the Jews suffering and his part in the struggle will not be for- 
gotten. Thus spoke the Prime Minister of Great Britain some 


months ago. and carnestly do we hope that his words will. 


prevail.

NATIONAL COUNCIL FOR JEWISH 
RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


The Secretary has issued a report, in the course of which #t 
states: 

The first annual meeting of the National Council for Jewish 
Religious Education was held at 103, Hamilton Terrace on 
May 12. The Chief Rabbi presided. 

The Chief Rabbi said that the agreement between the Joint 
Emergency Commitice and the Chief Rabbi, which had been 
reported to the members and in the press, represented the 
acknowledgement of the minimum religious demands. Ht was 
hoped that the written terms of the agreement would form the 
basis for the development of harmonious co-operation, This 
hope had been happily realised in the work of the professional 
staff—all new teachers had been submitted for approval to: the 
Chief Rabbi, and syllabuses had been cxamined. The same 
could, however, not be said of the Hon. Officers. The per- 
sistence of obstructionist attitude, the Chief Rabbi said, was 
making it almost impossible for him to atten® mectings, while 
there were many developments of a dangerous nature which 
required constant vigilance. Thus there exisied a plan to form 
a body including the Liberals and Reformers ‘to raise and 
allocate moneys for all types of Jewish education. Such a 
body would necessarily influence adversely the content of Jewis! 
religious education, and recent instances had already shown 
the dangers of such a procedure. A mmority responsible for 
very few children and contributing only a small proportion of 
the funds, was attacking the traditional standards of Judaism 
and its teaching, and met with considerable encouragement 
from powerful lay quarters 

The Chief Rabbi was supported by Dayan H. M. Lazarus. 

The Chairman sStajed that an omjnous sign was the refusal 
by the J.E.C. to avail themselves of the Chicf Rabbi's offe: 
of copies of the Prayer-Book with commentary for ‘the use 
of teachers—the ostensible reason being the imprint of the 
National Council as publishers. Through the gencrosity of 
various well-wishers of Jewish learning, the Chicf Rabbi had 
been enabled to send a free copy of his Prayer-Book to every 
known Jewish teacher throughout the country.

Freedman, of Leeds, Mr. and Mrs. Bernatd Smith,- Messrs. 
H. S. and L. Gerstler, and Mr. A. J. and Dr. L. Green. who 
had enabled the scheme to be carried out successfully, Rabb:

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Earning One’s Blessings 


WO main methods are employed by students of the 
Bible in order. to derive the full significance of a given 
passage. The first ts a proper understanding of the 
text, in both its grammatical and historical settings, and 
in this task the inquisitive spade of the scholarly excavator 
has rendered yeoman service for balf a century. The second 
method, and one which is particularly dear to the heart of 
the Midrashic collaborators, ts an attempt to understand the 
context and to derive an additional lesson from the words 
apart from the one implied by their face value. The 
technical term for this approach is PSO Fun, 
“the explanations of adjoining passages,” and is much 
favoured by Rashi in his indispensable commentary to the 
Bible. Very often does he begin an interpretation of a 
section with the question: “Why does this passage 
immediately precede or follow the adjoining one’ ” Though 
this method may be considered as conjectural and of a 
haphazard nature, singe the Talmud itself often 
of the opinion that TRS PN. that the 
Biblical narrator does not always follow chronological 
ence, vet the results of this adventure into the realm 
of magination often justify the exapermment. The Priestly

Having discussed so far the context of the Priestls 
Biessing- let us now examine the teat itself, with Rashi as 
our invaluableeguide. The blessing, which has given rise 
fo the picturesque ceremony ot duchaniiig, when the priests 
bless the people assembled in congregational worship on 
their festivals, had to be recited clearly and lovingly: not 
hurriedly but devoutly, not stintingly but whole-heartedly 
(Moma). Rashi continues “The Lord bless thee 
that thy property may increase. “And keep thee ~~ that 
no robbers come upon thee to take away thy property. For 
a human being who gives a present to his servant cannot 
vsuard him against everybody, and if a band of robbers 
attack fim and take it away, what pleasure can he then 
derive from his present? The Holy One, blessed be He, 
however, both gives and guards— against everybody.” Rashi 
could have added what we know from experience that very 
often we ourselves need be guarded from our blessings, for 
riches are prone to dull initiative and thus deprive man 
Of lile’s*finest egperiences. 


TH blessing then continues: “The Eternal make his 

face to shine upon thee and be gracious unto thee.” It 
is only when we walk in the light of His commandments, 
acting on the square to all ‘men, irrespective Of race OF 
colour, ideology or doxology, that we shall succeed in 
finding favour in the eye’ of all men. When we do this, 
then “ The Eternal will lift up His countenance upon thee, 
and give thee peace “in other words, then only will he 
approve of our life and actions and impart unto us the 
sense of abiding and inward peace, a peace that wall ever 
be unbroken by the turmoil of war from without. It ts 
Significant that the last word should be Shalom, peace, lor 
without this state of mind in our own immediate family 
circle, or in the world around us, of what use are all our 
blessings? Little wonder that the very last Mishna of the 


Ialmud concludes with the words PR 


cw NON “there can be no permanent blessing unless it 
he enjoyed in peace,” and that we turn away from the grave 
of a dear one who has undertaken the long, mysterious 
journey with the blessing’ “May he go to his place im 
peace.”

food in your garden is to-day not 

only a patriotic duty, It can also be 

the means of affording. you untold 
pleasure, and very sensibly compensate 
you for the enforced austerity of a war- 
time summer. Long evenings in which it 
is impossible to go joy-riding by car or 
even to pay visits further than walking 
distance from your home can be instead 
devoted very profitably to the cultivation 
of valuable food-stuffs of which you and 
your family will be grateful in the months 
ahead.

A Busy Month 


This month is a particularly busy one. 
By now most people have already planted 
their potatoes, and in fact the early 
varieties should already be pushing their 
dark green leaves up through the earth. 
Peas too are by now established, but it is 
a good plan if you have space to plant 
repeated rows of peas at fortnightly inter- 
vals so as to keep you supplied for a 
longer time in the summer months. Many 
owners of small gardens exclude broad 
beans on account of the black fly which so 
often attacks them. But if the young plants 
are kept sprayed with soapy water (save 


this from domestic purposes in war-time) - 


this objection should not deter even the 
most modest gardener from growing these 
hardy and very popular vegetables. When 
planting your runner beans be sure to get 
your bean poles firmly fixed in the ground. 
We often experience storms and very high 
winds in the early part of the summer, and 
it the fioles are blown over the young 
plants will be -ruined, Small’ cabbage 
plants, Brussels sprouts, broccoli, and cauli- 
flowers should now be planted out. Puddle 
them into the ground with plenty of water 


preterably from the rain-water tub, and. 


be sure and* press the earth round them 
firmly down, The potato patch should be 
weeded trom the moment the young shoots 


appear, as if this is done when the weeds 
too are young and their roots small, their 
removal will not disturb the root of the 
young potatoes plants which from now on 
must mature and multiply their tubers in 
the earth. . 

Everybody this year who goes in tor 
gardening seems to be concentrating on 
tomatoes. Scores of young plants are to 
be seen in shops and on stalls. Very many 
of these plants have been unwisely exposed 
to the recent cold winds and are bound to 
fail to give real satisfaction. You will 
have been told not to plant *tomatoes out 
in the open before about the middle ot

June. But if you Wave bought a_ box 
of plants and find that they are beginning 
to droop or go yellow you must not leave 
them any longer in the box in which they 
were bought. Even if you ultimately con- 
template growing them out of doors 
against a sunny wall, you can Start getting 
them along indoors first. They may even 
flower before you transplant them to thei: 
permanent home. The first essential is to 
give each plant adequate ecarth room. 
Normally the boxes in’ which they are 
bought are shallow ones such as are 
gencrally used ¢o1 raising seedlings. Ii 
you cannot obtawm flowerpots big cnough 
get any deep large box and fill it with 
earth, with a layer of cinderS*or ashes that 


have stood in the garden, at the bottom. 
Give cach tomato sont of say 6 ins. height 
a @orresponding depth of soil and about 
3 ins. elbow-room from the next plant. 
stand the box in the window. But protect 
it from draught. Water the plants, but 
be, careful not to soak them. Turn the 
boxes or pots so that each side of the 
plant gets its share of sunshine. 

If you possess a porch or ‘any glass- 
roofed jean-to, try growing tomatoes in it, 
that is of course unless you are the owner 
of a greenhouse, in which casesyou will 
grow them there. Those permanently 
indoor tomatoes require to be planted with 
special care. They must have a good 
depth of soil, and a generous portion of 
hop manure or other compost should be 
arranged in layers with good fine earth. 
They too should have a layer of well- 
seasoned cinders at the bottom of the box. 


Tomato Fertiliser 


There are many reliable tomato fer- 
tilisers on the market with which to feed 
your plants, but you should not give them 
any of these until the fruit actually forms. 
Otherwise you will produce large leafy 
plants but not a great number of tomatoes. 

Although obviously vegetables will be 
your chief gardening preoccupation don't 
altogether neglect the flowers which do so 
much towards cheering us all up at all 
seasons. of the year. A few pennyworth 
of seeds judiciously sown will produce 
untold delight and will till spaces in your 
garden not suitable for more serious culti- 
vation. Sunflowers, tor example, grow tall 
and stately, and after you have provided 
yourself with utilitarian border of 
parsicy you can be forgiven for going all 
frivolous with Virginia stock. Wallflowe, 
sceds sown now in well-prepared soi! in a 
sunny situation should mature into. sturdy 
plants which you can transplant into beds 
in the autumn so that they flower next 
spring

CHAPLAIN PRAISES CHAPLAIN 


Since the Rev. I. Levy, of Bayswater. 
became a Chaplain to the Forces, I have 
heard many tributes sto his work, and 
particularly do | remember the expressions 
of gratitude for his indefatigable services 
uttered by scores of members of the alien 
Pioneer Corps at the time when, well ove: 
a year ago, he was transferred abroad. 
Now [f have scen a tribute from a brother 
chaplain, Rabbi Dr. L. Rabinowitz, who in 
the course of a letter home, recently 
received, says: “1 arranged Sedarim in 
Tobruk, Mersah Matruh, and at all 
Palestinian units, and took a Seder with 
380 soldiers at Alexandria, holdmg a 
service the following day at which over 
200 soldiers were present. It was a great 
success. But the outstanding Seder was 
that held at Ismaileh by the Rev. I. H. 
Levy. It is the talk of everyone. He 
worked like a nigger, roping in every onc 
of the few civilian Jews, and had, I believe, 
350 soldiers present. It was a really mag- 
nificent achievement. On the Sunday he 
came up to Cairo and held a service. The 
Army authorities were most gencrous In 
their provision of leave and provided 
wheat for matzos and distributed i to 
every Jewish soldier in the Middle East.”

As has been sapiently observed belore, 
there are more ways of killing a cat than 
by choking it with cream—and there are 
also. more ways Ol perpetuating anti- 
Semitic prejudice than by openly calling 
“Yah. Jew! " A regular contributor to 
Express, a humorist named 
Nathaniel Gubbins, on Sunday, brought in 
both animals in one of his “ conversations 
with Sally the cat.” In the course of this 
* conversation the question of feeding 
the cat's kittens in war-time difficulties ts 
discussed, and the writer delicately sug- 
gests to the cat that her friend “ Mr. 
Pussystein “ can help her, asking, “ Isn't 
he in the cat's black market? “ and. going 
on to say, “ it’s rumoured chat he flaunts 
the kitchens of the West End hotels and 
has @ corner in salmon heads.” Sally the 
cat deprecates such rumours—but the 
implications as far as the public are con- 
cerned are plain. .The use of the sufhix 
** stein and the reference to black market 
are quite enough to perpetuate’ the 
legend of the Jewish “ corner” of such 
illegal traffic. Perhaps Mr. Gubbins 
thinks that everything's all right, however, 
so long as he raises a laugh.

JEWS ARE NEWS : 

Whenever the accusation is made that 
journalists in the general press uncon- 
sciously but inevitably tend dowards the 
stressing of the word “ Jew” in order to 
stimulate readers’ attention the charge 
is hotly dgnied by the profession. But. if 
there is*no truth in this charge, then how 
is one to account for the following 
example of sub-editorial work in a recent 
issue of the Leaper? That weekly paper 
published an article on the occasion of 
the centenary of the birth of Sir Arthur 
Sullivan, of Gilbert and -+Sullivan fame, 


appraising. his work as a musician and 
relating his career. The article occupied 
some 120 lines of type, spread across three 
columns. The Jast 44 lines read as 
follows: “ There has been an attempt to 
suggest that Sullivan had Jewish blood in 
his veins, but his father was of genuine 
Irish stock, and his mother’s forbears were 
[talian.” That was the sum-total of the

A GOEBBELS DISCOVERY 
Goebbels’s Axncrite has featured a 
picture of the new Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, Dr. Temple, commenting that he is 
well known tor his “ Bolshevist sym- 
pathies,” but for the time being “ one 
cannot prove that he is of Jewish origin. 
His face, however, gives rise to the sus- 
picion that there is Jewish blood some- 
where among his forefathers.”’ 


CHURCH'S SILVER SALVER 


In the provincial news last weck there 
appeared an item recording the gilt of a 
raised silver salver from members of the 
Laski family in Manchester to St. Luke's

ROTHSCHILD MANCHESTER

Jewish Cookery

CARRIED LUNCHES (by 


A reaper has asked for recipes for 
sandwich fillings for carried lunches for 
young people working on the land. In a 
recent article on soya flour some Pecipes 
for sandwich fillings were given and I 
would like to stress the great advantage of 
using soya flour as a basis for savoury 
spreads because of its high protein and 
fat content; it is really nourishing and 
very sustaining. There is no need to put 
any margarine on the bread, spread the 
mixture liberally on both slices and the 
result will be excellent. 

Potatoes and haricot beans can also be 
used as a basis for savoury fillings. Mash 
potatoes thoroughly with a little milk and 
margarine, flavour liberally with Vesop 
vegetable extract and add plenty of 
chopped watercress. Grated cheese could 
be used in place of the vegetable extract. 

If haricot ms are being used, soak 
for 24 hours and boil till tender, adding a 
cut up leek to every 8 oz. When soft 
drain them (reserve water for soup) and 
put on a tin in a warm oven to dry, which 
makes them floury and _ easily mashed. 
Then pound thoroughly with | oz. melted 
margarine, a litthke powdered sage, a piled 
tablespoonful chopped parsley (to 8. oz. 
beans), and vegetable extract to taste.

Season with salt and pepper, and spread 
thickly. 

Curry powder or chopped pickles could 
be used in place of the sage for a change. 

Dates are another good sandwich filling 
and can be sliced, or_they are more easily 
handled if made into a purée. Cut up 
required amount, put in a saueepan with 
sufficient water barely to cover. Flavour 
with ginger, and simmer gently till con- 
sistency of jam: about 10 minutes. Pot 
and use as required.

ParrigS make charfee from sand- 
wiches. Roll out short crust or potato 


pastry, cut into squares, put a spoonful 
of any savoury mixture on half, damp 
edges, fold over, and press edges together ; 
bake in a moderate oven. Suggested 
fillings:

(2) Thick lentil’ purée, with chopped 
spring onions anda pinch of mace. 

(3) Small quantity of fish mixed with 
and chopped parsiey. 
Flavour with anchovy essence, or if this 
is not available, use a little fish paste or 
a few drops of vinegar. 


Cheese Wheels 


ROLL out some short crust into an 
oblong shapé.
